SECTION HAS ADVANCED 
DESPITE UNJUST TAXATION 


Replying to Taunt by Gallin- 
ger, Bacon Asserts That On- 
ly a Small Part of the Vast 
Wealth of the South Is Own- 
ed Abroad—Progress Due to 
Energy of Southern People.

Washington, May 8.—(Special.)—The 
dull routine of the senate and grinding 
tedium of the tariff was suddenly broken 
today by Senator Bacon in an impas- 
sioned speech upon southern prosperity 
and progress since the civil war. 

Though he began his’ speech ealmly. 
Senator Bacon was gradually worked up 
to almost passionate expression by the 
interruptions and remarks of senators 
or ‘he other side of the chamber. He 

‘e of the south as it was during the 
and its amazing industrial prog- 
ress since the war in eloquent terms. 

Eartier in the day Senator Lodge had 
undertaken to reply to the speech made 
dy Senator Bacon on yeste®lay in which 
the Georgia senator declared against the 
protective tariff principle and protested 
against the protective tariff tax. Sena- 
tor Lodge said that 30,000,000 American 
Wwage-earners were protected by the 
tariff. 

Unfair to Tax Other Half. 

Senator Bacon replied by saying that 
if one-half of the people absolutely de- 
pended upon the tariff for their liveli- 
hood, it was unfair and unjust to tax 
the other half of the people to insure 
the prosperity of the industrial workers. 

He said the taxable property in Geor- 
Kia today was assessed on a valuation 
of $800,000,000 and that the wealth of 
the south was $20,000,000,000. 

Senator Gallinger taunted Senator Ra- 
con by a question as to how much of 
the southern prosperity was due to 
northern capital. Senator Bacon replied 
that’ only a small part of this vast 
wealth was owned abroad. He said mil- 
lions of northern capital had come into 
the south, and its investment was we!l- 
comed by the southern people but tbat 
the $20,000,000.000 of wealth was due 
mainly to the enterprise and energy and 
cOurage shown by southerners since the 
war. 

In speaking of the ravages and deso- 
lation of the war, Senator Bacon paid a 
beautiful tribute to the heroism and 
devotion of the people of his section. 

South Despoiled by Tariff. 

In passionate language, Mr. Bacon re- 
counted the events connected with the 
civil war, and d@neunced the suggestion 
that the south had in any way bene- 
fited by a system of taxation by which 
“one section is despoiled for the benefit 
of another,” or’ that its failure to pro- 
vide its necessities during the war was 
the result of not having such a system. 

In fervid language, Mr. Bacon spoke 
against the protective tariff and of its 
effect in placing additional taxation 
upon the people. 

The Aldrich tariff bill Senator Bacon 
characterized as a monstrosity, anda 
said he was glad to see the people were 
coming to realize this fact. ‘He said the 
consumers of the country were subject 
to the demands of millions of tax gath- 
erers. Every clerk in every store in 
a city, town or village throughout the 
country, he said, became, under the 
protective revenue tariff law, a tax col- 
lector, and on every dollar's worth of 
geods sold, collected taxes under the 
authority of the government, to be put 
in private coffers of manufacturers, 

Asked if the wealth of the south had 
not been built Op by the aid of the 
tariff, Senator Bacon indignantly de- 
nied that this was the controlling or 
even an important factor in the south’'s 
industrial growth. 

Tariff No Help to Cotton Growers. 

Mr. Bacon, in reply to a, statement 
made by Mr. Lodge, referfed to the 
great cotton raising industry of the 
south, which he said could not share 
the benefits of the protective tariff. He 
declared that the tariff put upon corn 
was as Useless as would be a tariff on 
cétton. The section from which the 
aenator from Massachusetts came, he 
seid, had grown rich by the operation 
of-that law_in which the south had not 
shared, 

The speech was of a kind not often 
heard on the floor. It was sectional only 
in the broadest and best sense, and dur- 
ing its delivery Senator Bacon held the 
undi- d attention of the senate and 
the galleries. At the conclusion of his 
address he was warmly congratulated 
by ‘both democrats and republicans, 

When the tariff bill was taken up 
today and the section placing a duty of 
2% cents per pound on. pig léad was 
read, Senator Bristow arose to oppose 
the increase from i%c a pound, as 
provided in the house bill.

Comptroller General Re- 
+ quired to Take Charge. 


‘No Money Can Be Paid Out. 
Governor’s Appointee May 
Hold for Full Term — Ques- 
tion Whether Legislature 
Will Order an Election. 


Following the death of State Treas- 
urer R. E. Park, Comptroller General 
W. A. Wright will take chafge of the 
state treasury under section 197 of the 
political code, and it will be possibly 
three weeks before the office can be 
turned over to the new state treasurer 
to be appointed by Governor Smith. 

In the first place, the comptroller 
general has to advertise the fact of the 
state treasurer's death for a period of 
ten days, after which he has to pre- 
pare a schedule of all papers, moneys 
and assets of the department before 
turning them over to the new treasurer. 

This latter process, {t {s stated, will 
require about ten days more, and dur- 
ing that time not a dollar can be paid 
out from the treasury. 

The last warrant drawn on the treas- 
ury just before Captain Park’s death 
was one for $1,000 for the expenses of 
the prison department. It did not reach 
the comptroller general for his ap- 
proval until Saturday morning and he, 
of course, declined to approve it, It 
went back to the governor's office and 
was canceled. 

The Law on the Subject. 


The law setting forth the proceeding 
which must follow the 
death, and which indicates it will be 
at least twenty days before a new 
treasurer can take charge and begin to 
make payments, was passed in i876. 
It is summarized in section 197 of the 
political code of 1895 as follows: 

If the treasurer fai! to comp!y with the 
provisions of the preceding section (relating 
to transfer of office to his successor) or if 
he dies, absconds or absents himself without 
sufficient cause for as long as twenty days, 
the comptroller. after giving ten davs’ notice 
by publication in some public gazette at the 
seat of government, must proceed, and in 
the presence of any per@éon who may appear 
im behalf of the late state treasurer or if 
none appear, in the presence of the attorney 
generdi, to state his account and deliver the 
books, papers, money and aj] other appurte- 
nanoces of this office to his successor, taking 
his receipt therefor, and record and file such 
statement and receipt in his office, and re- 
port forthwith to the governor. 

Tt ts estimated that it will require 
twenty days to comply with the pro- 
visions of this law, and unt!) this is 
done no money can be paid from the 
treasury. 

Appointment of Successor. 

Governor Smith will appoint Treas- 
urer Park’s successor probably early 
this week. It was reported at the cap- 
itol that he had practically fixed upon 
the person to whom i!t is his purpose 
to tender the appointment. 

The governor will make this appotnt- 
ment in the terms of the state consti- 
tution providing simply that the ap- 
pointee shal! hold ‘until a successor is 
commissioned agreeably to the mod 
pointed out by this constitution, or by 
law in pursuance thereof.” 

Some think Governor Smith should 
appoint only for the unexpired term, 
until July |, leaving it to his successor, 
Governor Brown, to make the appoint- 
ment for the full term following. 

But in the governor’s order there wi!! 
probably be no mention of terms. And, 
as the law is construed, the appointee 
will hold until his successor has been 
elected and commissionec. 

Will There Be an Election? 

It is said the only way in which 
there can be secured a successor to the 
governor's appointee is for the legis- 
lature to call an election for a state 
treasurer. 

Would an election for treasurer 
special election or a general 
This is a question which hinges. on 
whether a general election is one in 
which al! officers are elected, or one in 
which all the people of the state par- 
ticipate. If it should be a genera! elec- 
tion, under the new registration law, it 
would have to be set sufficiently far 
off to permit of the 
books being opened six months 
vance of, such election. 

But that point need scarcely be con- 
sidered on account of the fact that it 
will be practically impossible 
event for the legislature to. order an 
election and have the returns sent back 
for it to canvass within the fifty days 
of its session. ” 

Under these circumstances 
little difference when the election § is 
held within the year following the 
meeting of the general assembly, for 
the returns could not be canvassed by 
the legislature, and the result declared 
until the legislature meets for its i910 
session, the latter part of June, next 
year. 

It is apparent, therefore, in any 
event, and even though an election be 
called by the legislature, that the gov- 
ernor’s appointee will probably hold 
office until the legislature meets in 
i910, which will tinelude the unex- 
pired term and at -least a year of the 
full term. 


Talk of Successor. 


Naturally there has been some gossip 
as to the possible successor to State 
Treasurer Park. 

If the governor has made up his mind 
as to whom he proposes to appoint, he 
has been exceedingly quiet about it. 

The names of Hon. J. Pope Brown, of 
Pulaski, and one or two others have 
been prominently mentioned in this 
connection. a 

It is stated, however, that tHere has 
been no application yet made to the 
governor, at least directly, for the ap- 


pointment. , 
Tt is known that the friends of C. M.

Ben F. Perry, assistant to the state 
treasurer, and those of John D. Walker. 
a well-known banker of Sparta, wil 
advocate their appointment to the office.

CONGRESSMEN SEE 
MILLION PASSING 


Large Sum May Be Cov- 
ered Into Treasury. 


Money Was Appropriated for 
River Improvements—Con- 
gressmen Geatly Chagrined 
by the Situation. 


Washington, May 8 —Unless congress 
takes specific action at the special ses- 
sion, now in progress, nearly $1,000,000 
appropriated for river and harbor im- 
provements in variom@ sections of the 
inited States will be converted back 
into the national treasury, much to the 
chagrin of many congressmen and sena- 
tors. . 

The situation arises over the covering 
back section of the sundry civil ap- 
propriation bill, approved on March 4 of 
this year. 

This section provides that all unex- 
pended balances of appropriations which 
remained on the treasury books June 
1, 1904, except permanently specified ap- 
propriations, judgments and findings of 
courts and trust funds and appropria- 
tions for fulfilling treaty obligations 
with the Indians, be carried to the sur- 
plus fund and covered in,tHe treasury, 
provided that the money is not ne¢ded to 
pay existing treaties. y 

To meet the situation, Senator Burton 
has introduced a resofution providing 
that the section of the sundry civil bill 
in question shall -not be construed as 
applying to the unexpended balances in 
river and harbor appropriation, which 
may be essential, in the judgment ot 
the secretary of war, for the further 
maintenance and prosecution of the 
work for which it was appropriated, 

Probably the most important work 
which will be abandoned if. congress 
takes no action, is the constructton of 
locks and dams Nos. 4 and 6 on the 
Ouachita river, in ArKansas and Louis- 
iana. 

* For this purpose, $!77,000 remains sun- 
expended. The appropriation was made 
in 1903. Before tne work was ye - 
pieted, the contractor failed. The n- 
tract for its completion has not been 
relet, 

About 150 other improvements are af- 
fected, the sum /involved in some in- 
stances being only a few dollars.

Does It Legalize Combines? 

One feature of the recent supreme 
court decision. which has aroused a 
great deal of interest among lawyers 
relates to the statement that while 
railroads themselves are not allowed 
to own and operate coal mines and 
other industrial enterprises, the prod- 
ucts of which the road transports, that 
such roads may be stockholders in 
such holding companies. This presents 
the following interesting query: Are 
all holding companies legalized by this 
decision? <A railroad may own a coal 
mine today and under the law be de- 
nied the. privilege of transporting the 
product of its mines. Tomorrow a 
company is organized to take 
over the. mine, and the _  rajlroad 
subscribes for a majority of 
the stock. The next day the new 
company can mine coal, deliver the 
coal to the railroad company,.and the 
railroad company may transport it to 
market, and noofficer of the govern- 
ment‘can say them nay. 

If a railroad may thus organize a 
holding company, of which it owns the 
larger’ part of the stock, and thus 
evade the law, why not any other cor- 
poration do the same thing? This de- 
cision has revived questions that have 
been considered settied by lawyers 
since the court's decision in the North- 
ern Securities case. j 

Of course, there is a probability that 
congress may so amend the commodi- 
ties clause of the Hepburn rate Dill 
a& to make tHe organization of holding 
companies in this instance illegal.

Washington, May &.—While it is a 
well-known fact that all the hair dis- 
played by the American woman in 
her handsome and stylish coiffure is 
not necessarily her own, it is not gen- 
erally known that much of it may have 
been “grown” in China. 

But such would seem to be the case, 
according to Vice Consul General Ful- 
ler, at Hongkong, who reports to the 
bureau of manufactures that 207,414 
pounds of human hair were invoiced 
for shipment to the United States from 
that port last year. The year previous 
but 56,133 pounds had been exported to 
this country, and then came fashion's 


edict requiring massive head pieces. 
In consequence she had to have more 
hair to fill them and the surplus hair 
of the celestial kingdom, four hun- 
dred millions at once became a mar- 
ketable commodity. 

“The hair reaches Hongkong from 
the interiof,” says Consul Fuller, “and 
is cleaned and sorted according to 
length and quality.

Crop LastYear Amounted 
to $12,000,000. 


There Is Money in the Business. 
Income From Sixty Bushels 
of Peanuts Is From $48 to 
i Ae 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, May 8.—(Special.)—The 
value of *the commercial peanut crop 
in the United States last year was 
$12,000,000. During recent years the 
area of production of peanuts has 
greatly increased, especially through- 
out the warmer parts of the country. 
The value of the peanut, both as a 
money crop and for feeding on the 


partment of agriculture, renders it 
especially desirable as a part of a plan 
of rotation wherever conditions sulit- 
able to its development exist. 

In recent years many new lines of 
consumption have been found. In ad- 
dition to the great quantity of ane 
sold in the shell each year, thousan@s 
of bushels are shelled for use in the 
manufacture of confections and food 
products. 

Among the more important uses of 
the peanut for human food are the 
following: It is eaten from the shell, as 


salted shelled peanuts, as blanched, 
peas, in the so-called peanut candies 
and brittle, in combination with pop- 
corn and puffer rice, in the form of 
peanut butter, and as an ingredient of 
peanut and vegetable’ meats, peanut 
meal, and salad oils. 

During recent years great quantities 
of shelled peanuts have been employed 
for the manufacture of peanut butter. 
This butter is prepared by the ton in 
factories, {s put up in bottles or tins 
containing from one-forth. pound to | 
five pounds each, and has become very 
popular as a part of the luncheon menu 
and for camping and cruising supplies. 

By a little experience and the aid 
of a small meat grinder, anyone can 
make peanut butter for home use. 

Peanuts are used as food for hogs 
in many parts of the south. The famous 
Smithfield hams and bacon come from 
hogs that are partially fed on peanuts, 
the practice being to turn the hogs 
into the peanut fields after the crop 
has been gathered and allow them to 
glean the pods that were lost in har- 
vesting. 

Better Than Cotton Seed Oil. 

The ofl of the peanut belongs com- 
mercially In the same class as do cot- 
ton seed and olive oil. Peanut oil. is 
of a higher grade than cotton seed 
oi], and of somewhat lower value than 
first-class Olive oil. Peanut oil is some- 
times used for mixing with olive oll 
for the production of an oll that can 
be sold at a lower price than pure olive 
oil. On the other hand, peanut oil is 
frequently mixed with cotton seed ofl 
in order to improve the quality of the 
cotton seed oil for certain purposes. 

Peanut hay has a value for feeding 
purposes. The tops of the peanut plant 
when cut and cured in the same man- 
ner as other legumes produces a hay 
that is almost equal in feeding value, 
experts say, to the best clover hay. 


Money in Peanuts. 

A bulletin just issued by the depart- 
ment of agriculture says that an acre 
of first-class peanuts, calculating the 
vield at a ton of vines, worth from $8 
to $10, and sixty bushels of peas, worth 
$40 to $60, will give an income of 
from $48 to $70. The cost of growing 
an acre of peanuts !s variously esti- 
mated at from $12 to °%25, including 
seed and fertilizers. ‘“‘These figures,’ 
the bulletin continues, ‘show a net re- 
turn of from $36 to $45, which is above 
the average for the crop as now grown 
in the United States, but decidedly 
lower than may be expected under 
favorable conditions and “proper cul- 
tural methode.” 

As to the history of the peanut, the 
bulletin says: “It is not definitely 
known when and where the peanut 
was first cultivated. Several allied 


4 species of plants are natives of Brazil, 


and there is every indication that the 
common peanut originally came from 
trovical America. Peanuts were intro- 
duced into the United States during the 
earlier days of colonization, but did 
not become of commercial importance 
until about 1870. From that time until 
1897 the growth of the peanut industry 
was gradual, but-a great increase in 
the production and use of peanuts has 
taken place during the last eight or 
ten years. Botanically, the peanut be 
longs to the same group of plants as 
do the beans and peas, but it possesses 
the character of maturing its fruit or 
nut beneath the surface of the soil 
rather than above ground, as do most 
other leguminous plants.”’

RAINS IN KANSAS 
SENT WHEAT DOWN 


Market Was Weak All Day. 
Net Declines of 1 1-4 
to 3 Cents. 


Chicago, May 8—Wheat prices on 
~ board of trade slumped violently 
Oday, on selling based on reporte of 
rain in Kangas and on a break of 2c 
at Liverpool. The market was weak 
all way, and closed at net declines of 
1%c to 3c, compared with yesterday's 
final figures. Corn, oats and provis- 
fons also closed weak. 

Traders in the wheat pit appeared 
very much at sea, and as a conse- 
quence, the volume of trade was not so 
large as on the previous session. The 
feature of trade was neglected, and 
the relative weakness of that month 
compared with the most. distant op- 
tions. At the low point today the July 
delivery was 3%c below the high price 
of the preceding session, while the 
more deferred options showed a loss 
of jess than 3c. The market opened 
extremely weak at losses of ‘%c to 
2% @2%c, with July at $1.15 to $1.16, 
and September at $1.05% to $1.07. 
The slump at the start was due large- 
ly to the sensational decline at Liver- 
pool and the weakness of foreign mar- 
kets in general, which failed to show 
any response to the bullish crop re- 
ports. Many of those who had brought 
on the upturn yesterday were free 
sellers early in the session, and as 
trading progressed additional impetus 
was given the selling movement by 
private reports telling of rain in vari- 
ous sections of Kansas and other por- 
tions of the southwest. There was con- 
siderable buying of the deferred fu- 
tures by northwestern interests, which 
tended to check any further decline in 


demand, and sold off more than Ic be-

[ANOTHER GREAT TRANSPORTATION SYSTEM 
FOR GEORGIA. 


The foregoing caption may appear misleading. It is not meant to herald 
the advent of another great trunk-line railroad bisecting the state and 
providing a hundred new channels of distribution for our multiplying crude 
and manufactured products. 

It IS meant to foreshadow the easily-realized possibilities of main and 
branch-line public highways, covering not one part, but all Georgia, like a 
great inter-communicating commercial gridiron. 

What that means to the farmers, the shippers, the business men and 
the consumers of the state is not readily susceptible to estimate. It would 
require, the services of an army of traffic experts and men who know the 
assets of Georgia like the devotee knows his breviary to set the potentialities 
of such a development in exact terms. 

Speaking, however, in big denominations, there is no taint of hyperbole 
in the assertion that such a system, symmetrically perfected, would provide 
Georgia with transportation facilities infinitely greater than her present fa- 
cilities for transit by water, approaching in importance her facilities for 
transportation by rail and discounting either one of these comparative fac- 
tors in the vital item of economy. 

That is the ultimate and logical culmination of the policy which places 
the felony convicts of the state at the free disposal of the various counties, 
for the specified purpose of road-building. 

It will not be an end quickly realized, however, until the counties 
throughout Georgia inaugurate and persist in such a program of coordination 
and cooperation in highway improvement as will insure unbroken highways 
from one border of the state to its opposite, as well as branch “feeders” 
planned and executed with the same idea of harmony uppermost. 

Isolated road-activity by the individual county, without regard to what 
the county next door is doing, is, é6f course, commendable in that it solves 
the good roads problem locally. To get the maximum possibilities from the 
advantages now available, it is imperative that to this local enthusiasm for 
good roads be added intelligent inquiry as to the road-building program of 
adjoining counties. : 

Such method means that while the counties individually will be sup- 
plied with improved transportation facilities, there will be no wasted energy 
manifested in roads beginning nowhere and ending nowhere, coming to a 
stop at county lines, while the terminus of the continuing road across the 
border might be two miles or a quarter of a mile away. 

For illustration, coordination between counties might insure a contin- 
uous highway from Chattanooga to Savannah, through Atlanta; a great trunk 
road from Atlanta to Macon, and then downward to the southern and the 
southwestern borders of the state; a road from Columbus to Atlanta, another 
across the state from Augusta; or any other combination suggesting itself 
to the reader, and bearing always in mind the expediency of preserving air- 
lines between great centers and also of plotting roads so as to serve popu- 
lous and develop sparse territory. 

An achievement of this magnitude is only possible by liberal cooperation 
between the integral counties. Remembering, however, that cooperative 
road-building is as inexpensive and easy as haphazard road-building, the 


task at once loses its formidable appearance and resolves itself into extreme 


elemental proportions. 
It is unnecessary to elaborate the endless advantages of a state-wide 


asset of this nature. The story is told when it is said that Georgia would 
thus be supplied with a third great transportation system, available the year 
around to every class of population, and lessening the cost of distribution in 
such manner as to be felt by every factor in every community. 
Coordination is the simple key to the accomplishment. 
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SHOULD REGULATE COASTWISE TRAFFIC. 


Necessity for the government regulation of our coastwise ocean traffic 
by the interstate commerce commission, in the same manner that the rail- 
road traffic of the country is supervised, is becoming more and more ap- 
parent. | 
As a result of this absence of regulation of coastwise trade, for which 
no g parent good reason exists, a vast southwestern territory, comprising 
Texas and surrounding states, is compelled to trade with northern and 
middle states, being shut out from the east because of high rail and water 
rates, alleged to be due to combination between the all-rail and the water 
lines operating from the eastern states into that territory. 

Evidence as to this combination between the rail and water lines result- 
ing in high eastern rates was developed in the attack made by the railroad 
commission of Texas upon the increased rates from the east put in by the 
railroads last August, and in which the water lines followed suit. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the cost of water transportation is far less 
than that by rail, said to be only about one-sixth, the water lines put up their 
rates so as practically to equalize the rail rates, stating that they preferred 
to carry a small tonnage at high prices rather than heavy traffic at the lower 
rates, cven though the latter were compensatory. 

As a further evidence of this combination of interests, it is pointed out 
by the Southwestern Shippers’ Traffic Association of Galveston, that two 
attempts made to put on independent lines from New York to Galveston 
within the last few years have been frustrated by rate wars inaugurated for 
the purpose by the estabHshed lines participating in the combination. And 
similar tactics are now being pursued in an effort to defeat the success of 
the Texas City Steamship Company, now operating its vessels between the 
eastern and Texas ports. 

This is but one instance, of many, in which the ocean lines have con- 
trolled traffic to the public detriment. 

The coastwise steamship companies control a large part of the freight 
traffic of the nation, and by operating in combination with the all-rail lines, 
even though the latter are under regulation of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, they succeed in exercising an extensive control over the interior 
rail rates. 

So intimately are the coastwise vessels connected with the national 
freight traffic that it is difficult to see upon what theory they are omitted 
from national regulation.

’ s , and through rate wars upon 
independent lines, they have it absolutely within their power to wipe out 
the natural ocean competition. 

Every reason exists, it would seem, for bringing the steamship lines 
under the same regulation as the railroads. 

That this will be an absorbing question at the next regular session of 


congress is scarcely doubted. 

Probably, too, the movement to bring about such regulation will have 
strong support in the east, where merchants are naturally anxious to extend 
their trade and to get into new territory, which, it seems, they would have 
little difficulty in doing with an equitable system of rates and the mainte- 
nance of free competition on the ocean. 

Congress will have little trouble in bringing the coastwi 
federal regulation. . er 

Confronted by a possible repeal of the law prohibiting foreign vessels 
from engaging in our coastwise trade, they would quickly and gladly get 
themselves under the wing of the interstate commerce commission. 

For the repeal of that law would restore ocean competition with a yen- 
geance; it would mean real and strenuous competition. ,

THE INDICTMENT AGAINST SMOKE. 


A recent government bulletin estimates that the smoke nuisance an- 
nually costs the inhabitants of American cities $600,000,000 in dirt, disease 
and destruction of property. 

It is difficult to credit the dimensions of this estimate, since, if correct, 
it represents a national value approximately as large as that returned an- 
nually to the south by its cotton crop. 

In a small way, however, and through personal experience, the average 
citizen can bear witness to the very realistic nature of the toll taken daily 


by the smoke that filters over cities from office buildings and dwellings and 
factories, or that bellies forth from the smokestacks of passing locomotives. 
In New York, Chicago and Pittsburg, the latter city having acquired an 
unenviable international reputation in this regard, the smoke nuisance has 
long constituted one of the preeminent municipal problems. Side by side 
with sanitation, hygiene and economical civic expenditures, it has ranged with

Elsewhere is published in today’s fonstitution a strong story of one of 
the most remarkable mountain schools in Georgia. 

At Demorest, where the Blue Ridge dips down into the lowlands, philan- 
thropic northerners have been at work for a decade on the problem of af- 
fording the mountain boys and girls of Georgia those educational facilities 
denied them by the isolated nature of their environment. 

The eminent success of their efforts is illustrated in the growth of the 
college from one building and fifty students ten years ago, to eight spacious 
buildings and 417 students today. 

The curriculum ranges from elementary education to industrial and do- 
mestic training and a B.A. degree. 

It is time that Georgians realized the disinterested sacrifice manifested 
in this project by the broad-minded Americans who are backing this school, 
which was founded and has been maintained by the American Missionary 
Association of the Congregational church. Its faculty includes men and wo- 
men graduates of some of the foremost universities of north, south, east 
and west. These devoted instructors are ignoring the assured opportunity of 
earning high salaries and distinction, and laboring away in this little moun- 
tain town for pittances less than those accorded day-laborers. 

The depth and willingness of their unselfishness deserves recognition 
and cooperation at the hands of the people of Georgia. If outsiders have 
developed the sacrificial instinct to carry educational facilities to people 
allied to them only by the common bonds of humanity, surely the great- 


erously responsive. 

An ideal opportunity is now afforded them, in the completion of a per- 
manent endowment. A prominent resident of Chicago has offered the school 
$25,000, if an additional $75,000 is forthcoming. Of this sum, $48,000 has 
been raised by the friends of the institution, principally in the north. The 
people of Georgia should esteem it a duty, no less than a privilege, to indi- 
‘cate substantially their appreciation of this work by speedily subscribing the 
remaining $27,000. 

The school ministers to the needs of the sturdiest element in Georgia— 
the pure, original Anglo-Saxon stock, shut off from touch with the active 
work of the world for years by the barricades of their native mountains. 
The pathetic eagerness of the young men and women for an education is 
outlined elsewhere. It should not be said that natives of Georgia are less 
liberal in answering the appeal than consecrated workers from other sec- 


tions of the country. 
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ATLANTA’S VITAL STATISTICS FARCE. 


How we libel the current generation in the eyes of the nation, and how 
we invite endless sinister complications for ourselves and for posterity, is 
suggested in a local story published elsewhere and reciting the consequences 
of Atlanta’s deplorable laxity in the preservation of vita) statistics. 

It was chance alone that the romance of the young Atlanta girl de 
scribed in this story culminated happily. It might easily have been dis- 
rupted, and the lives of herself and her fiance ruined. 

The instance is simply illustrative. The violation of law which placed 
the happiness of so many people in jeopardy could just as well have precipi- 
tated endless litigation over a title to property, perhaps worked gross injus- 
tice to litigants unable to establish a claim because of haziness of marriage 
or birth statistics, or even assumed a more tragic turn by casting doubt 
on the legitimacy of the parentage of helpless men and women. 

Failure to observe the strict and systematic recording of vital statistics 
is not peculiar to Atlanta, though the results are, of course, more emphat- 
ically apparent in the immediate vicinity. All over Georgia the same con- 
dition prevails. Men and women who, in view of the chronic uncertainty of 
life, may at any time be challenged as to the dates of their birth or mar- 
riage are left absolutely unprotected where it comes to reliance upon Official 
records. The best they can do is to offer fading inscriptions in family 
Bibles, in the majority of instances, or such makeshifts as that resorted to 
by the German family in the story in question. 

We are a little more alert, paradoxically speaking, when it comes to 
figures reporting and recording deaths. They will not let you bury people 
in Atlanta, or in other parts of Georgia, without a permit, and a permit 
requires a death certificate from a physician, covering the age and sex of 
the deceased and the cause of death. 

THUS WE ARE MORE SCRUPULOUS REGARDING DEAD PERSONS 
THAN LIVE ONES. 

If you doubt this, casually inspect the mortuary columns and the birth 
report columns of the three daily Atlanta papers. The column devoted to 
deaths is about thrice the length, ordinarily, of that reporting births. 

As a matter of recorded and well-known fact, the very reverse is the 
truth. Births in Atlanta and other parts of Georgia are far in excess of 
deaths. 

NOT TAKING ADVANTAGE OF THIS CONDITION, WE ARE WILL- 
ING TO LET THE CITY AND THE STATE BE ADVERTISED TO THE 
NATION, THROUGH THE PRESS, IN THIS UNSPEAKABLY INACCU-

The thing is bad enough in its contemporaneous aspects8. What about 
the confusion, the possible heavy loss, the possible disgrace we are thus 
visiting upon innocent people of future generations? 

We indulge in constant satire at the expense of the Filipinos, and their 
obsolete laws and angles for regarding life. Yet, in this respect as to this 
super-important public detail they can give lessons to modern Atlanta and 
up-to-date Georgia.

We are also given to boasting of the manner in which our commerce 
has distanced Europe. Yet it was a European country that figured in the 
role of stern monitor in the instance related elsewhere, and in every 
European country statistics regarding births and deaths have been rigidly 
preserved for many past centuries. 

The failure to observe similar system in Atlanta and the state makes 
our vaunted civilization seem, in comparison, as nothing less than barbarous. 

If the forthcoming legislature is in search of constructive work, it could 
address its endeavors to no field more promising. 
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UNIQUE REMEDY FOR CONGESTED MARKETS. 


California, big and unique in everything, from lemons and trees on down 
to grafters, has hit upon a happy and picturesque solution for the ever- 
prevalent menace of industrial overproduction, 

The raisin growers of the state were too industrious last season. As a 
result, they are this year overstocked with raisins and the market is hanging 


around zero with discouraging persistency. 

But the Golden Gate State is equal to emergencies other than scotching 
the bubonic plague. Her people remembered the example of the inhabitants 
of a nearby commonwealth in a similar predicament, who ate their way out 


of congested markets by decreeing an “apple day.” 
So a raisin day has been created in California, and on that occasion all and

Significant in the wonderful evolution of publicity in America is the 
tendency of cities to make-known to the world their advantages as places 
of residence and headquarters for commerciaP enterprises. 

Apt illustrations have appeared in The Constitution from time to time, 
in the form of page advertisements, outlining the trade and comumnity facil- 
ities of ambitious southern municipalities, and having the patronage and co- 
operation of remote and near-by communities. 

It is notable, also, that sanity, force and directness and an avoidance 
of the cheap hysteria of the pioneer writer of publicity characterize these 
advertisements. They are plain, logical business presentations, scrupulously 
avoiding deception, and framed along the lines @f honesty and square deal- 
ing now dominant in the commercial world of America. 

That such innovations pay is established by the frequency of their re- 
currence. The first expense may appear father discouraging to the uniniti-

GONGRESSIONAL FIGHTS 
THAT ARE TAKING SHAPE 


A Lively Contest in the Third Between Tom Hudson anc 
Dudley Hughes—Sixth and Seventh Have Four Can- 
didates Each—A Race in the Third. 


That Commissioner of Agriculture T. 
G. Hudson has determined to make 
the fight for congress in the third 
district, there is no longer any ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Hudson has informed many of 
his friends that he will be a candidate, 
and present indications are that the 
race in the third will be between him 
and Congressman Dudley M Hughes, 
of Twiggs county. 

From letters which have been writ- 
ten, it is apparent that the fight in 
this district igs already on, and there 
is every indication that it will be one 
of the congressional storm centers 
next year. 

It will be recalled that Congressman 
Hughes beat former Congressman E. 
B. Lewis last year, though Mr. Lewis 
had served several terms, apd had a 
strong following throughout .. 4is- 
trict. -~ 

Thus Congressman Hughes finds a 
hot contest on his hands almost before 
he enters upon his congressional ser- 
vice. He hag participated only in the 
extra session now in progress. 

Mr. Hudson is known as a splendid 
politician, and with these two in the 
race there is no doubt it will be a 
battle royal. 

The question has arisen as to wheth- 
er Mr. Hudson will resign the office 
of commissioner of agriculture because 
of his congressional race, before the 
expiration of his term. There is no 
special reason why he should do so, 
unless he should find it necessary to 
give all of his time to the congressional! 
fight. 

Still, there are some candidates for 
the position of commissioner of agri- 
culture who are speculating upon the 
idea that he may resign, and are al- 
ready at work endeavoring to bring 
influences to bear in favor of their 
appointment. 

Four Candidates, in the Sixth. 

It looks as if there will be equally 
hot running in the sixth district, where 
some four candidates are grooming for 
the fight. 

Hon. O. H. P. Bloodworth, of Monroe, 
made the race against Congressman 
Charles L Bartlett last year, but Mr. 
Bartlett was reelected. Mr. Blood- 
worth, however, is still nourishing con- 
gressional aspirations, and it is gen- 
erally understood that he will be in it 
again. 

But, in addition to Mr. Bloodworth, 
it now appears there will be others. 
Hon. J. J. Fiynt, of Spalding, former 
president of the senate and now judge 
of the city court of Griffin, would Hke 
a congressional career, as would also 
Hon. Joe Pottle, of Baldwin, former 
solicitor general of his circuit, and a 
lawyer of distinction and ability. 

Both Mr. Flynt and Mr. Pottle are 
popular men, not only in their home 
counties, but elsewhere in the district, 
and if these four get into the running 
it’s two to one that they will make it 
exceedingly lively in the sixth. 

All indications point to the fact that 
such is their purpose, and that the 
sixth will soon have a four-cornered 
fight on its hands. 

Splendid Crep in the Seventh. 

There is, likewise, a splendid crop

of candidates up in the seventh. Fou~ 
of these are already squarely in th’ 
race, and there is prospect of a fifth. 

Congressman Gordon Lee will no 
run again. In accordance with hie ar: 
nouncement of two years ago, he i: 
out of it. 

Judge Moses Wright, of the Romc 
circuit; Hon. 8. P, Maddox, former sc- 
licitor general of the Cherokee circuit: 
Hon. M. L. Johnson, of Bartow, 
well-known farmer, former legislato” 
and formerly at the head of the Geor- 
gia division of the Southern Cotto» 
Association, and Hon, G. R. Hutchens, 
of Polk, are the fouf known and avow- 
ed candidates, and they are already at 
work some fifteen months at least ir 
advance of the primary. 

The possible fifth candidate is Judge 
A. W. Fite, of the Cherokee circuit, 
who has long aspired to a congres- 
sional seat, and once made the race. 
Whether he will be in the race or not 
is yet to be determined. 

At all events, the four candidates 
named are busy now in a quiet way, 
getting fences in shape, having their 
announcements printed and canvassing 
the country whenever there is an op- 


portunity. 
It will be a hard fight in 4° seventh, 
possibly with doubt as to e outcome 
right up to the day of the primary. 
Fight Sure in the Tenth. 

Congressman T. W. Hardwick is prac- 
tically sure to have opposition in the 
tenth from at least one candidate, and 
there are several others who are think- 
ing about it. 

But it is a pretty well settled fact 
that Hon. C. E. Dunbar, of Augusta, 
who hag served eeveral terms in the 


house of representatives, is going tuo 
ask the voters of the tenth to elect 


him ag Congressman Hardwick's suc- | 


cessor. Mr. Dunbar is well known 
throughout the district, and has given 
evidence of no small political ability. 

Dr W. W. Pilcher, of Warrenton, and 
Hon. Willis Evans, of Sandersville, a 
lawyer and former member of the 
legislature, likewise have the congres- 
sional bee, and are doing some hard 
thinking. 

It is possible, therefore, that the 
tenth district fight may be three and 
even four-cornered. 

May Be Others. 

Very probably there will be other con- 
gressional contests, as, for instance, in 
the first, where there has already been 
some quiet talk of opposition to Con- 
gvessman Charles G. Edwards, though 
it has not openly developed. 

But the congressional storm centers 
in the fights’ preceding the primary 
of i910 will very likely be the four 
districts referred to. 

There is plenty of time, however, for 
the development of a congressiona! 
contest almost anywhere. The more 
important question is whether favor- 
able conditions for it will present 
themselves. 

It is often a hard matter to beat a 
congressman. There were six races in 
Georgia last year, and only one new 
member chosen. But the new crop of 
candidates think they see 0»better 
chances now. At any rate, they are 
going into it for all they are worth.

Captain Park was a member of the 
board of trustees of Emory college, and 
those members of that body Hving in 
Atlanta will attend the funeral as 4 
part of the honorary escort. The 
trustees will meet at the First Metho- 
dist church at 3:4 o'clock, At a 
meeting held in the offices of President 
Asa G. Candler Saturday morning, the 
following resolutions were adopted by 
a rising vote, having been submitted 
by a committee composed of Judge H. 
Ei. W. Palmer, George Winship and Du- 
Pont Guerry: 

The sudden death of Hon. Robt. E. Park, 
which occurred on yesterday, is a dis- 
tinct loss, not only to this board, but 
to Emory college and the state of Geor- 
gia-at-large. Only a few weeks a80 | 
he was present at a called meeting 
of this board, on account of the sudden 
death of Mr. W. P. Patillo, another 
honored member of this board. Little 
did arty of us think that Captain Park, 
who then appeared in robust health, 
would so soon pass away. 

Ceptain Park was an alumnus of Em- 
ory college, and in the early sixties left 
that institution, as did many other no- 
ble young men, to serve as @ Soldier in 
the army of the confederacy. 

He has always been an ardent lover of 
his Alma Mater, and for years has been 
a trustee of that institution, and when- 
ever he was absent from any meeting, 
the fact of such absence was itself an 
evidence that he was unavoidably de- 
tained. His warm heart, cool head and 
rugged honesty endeared him to his 
friends, and caused those who were not 
within the inner circle of friendship to 
respect and honor him. 

In addition to his work for education 
and Emory college, he has served the 
state for a number of years aa its treas- 
urer, and only last year was re-elected 
by the people to serve another term in 
that responsible office. 

He was a consistent member of the 
Methodist Hpiscopal church, South, and 
in every relation of life, as friend, citi- 
gen, trustee of Emory college and other 
institutions, a8. an official of the state, 
and in the holier relation of the family 
circle, measured up to the full and high 
standard of a Christian man. Faithful 
‘just and honest, serving his country and 
his Lord, he has fallen on sleep, full 
of years and good works, and we doubt 
not has awakened in the likeness of his 
Father and has heard Him say: ‘Weill 
done, good and faithful servant”

Ballinger Called Down. 
(Washington Dispatch to ihe Boston 
Herald.) 

President Taft has had his first clash 
with a member of his cabinet. As the 
facts leak to the public, it was so warm 
that there was some danger for a while 
of his having a new secretary of the in- 
terior. Everything is not yet altogether 
serene for it remains to be shown wheth- 
er the restoration of about 5,000,000 
acres Of public lands to entry during 
April is giving the water power trust 
any golden opportunities. 

Une man of national reputation. was 
not offered a place in the cabinet because 
he had been identified with the water 
power trust, and the information about 
the restoration of public lands to entry 
in the Recky mountain region was put 
before the president in a Way that 
aroused his ire. President Roosevelt 
had caused these lands to be withdrawn 
in the belief that he was saving valuable 
water powers and minerals from being 
gobbled up by monopolies, as, according 
to reports, had been doné with such 
properties inthe Sierras. 

The president investigated the matter 
far enough to see that twenty-one bulle- 
tins withdrawing lands had been issued 
by Secretary Ballinger, and that these 
affected lands in states all the way/from 
the northern border down to the terri- 
tory of New Mexico. Then he sent for 
secretary Ballinger and they had it out. 
The secretary was instructed to issue 
no more orders restoring lands to the 
public domain till they had been exam- 
ined by the geological survey for water 
power and minerals. 

Secretary Ballinger claimed that he 
had been unable to find any law that 
warranted the withdrawal of the lands 
by President Roosevelt, but this did not 
satisfy President Taft. ' 


Breeding Black Handers. 

(Arthur H. Warner in The Survey. for May.) 

Theidea that Black Handers are bred ex- 
clusively in Italy and slip into this country 
through lax immigration precautions is a 
myth fostered by police officers anxious to 
shift responsibility. For every one imported 
from the other side there is another brought 
up in this country.

Tokio, May 8—An interpellation was 
tntroduced to the Japanese diet recently 
fn which the conduct of the minister of 
the imperiar household, Count 
Wasp severely condemned, the minister's 
Offense heing his ‘proposed marriage 
‘with @ bookseller’s daughter fifty years 
his junior. 

The interpellation argued that such a 
Marriage was a breach of the law, and 
would be subversive of the Japanése 
family. system... Should it take. place, 
the count’s adopted son. 40 vears of 
age, would be compe!led, bv the Jap- 
‘anese taw. to pay filial duty to a wom- 
an many years his junior. 

This session of the diet has been 
Somewhat remarkablé for the questions

The attack on 
Connt Tanaka is being led by Mr. Hat-

Other ministers are notorious for 
practices similar in kind, though dif- 
ferent in degree, inasmuch as they are 
not of the character to offend the im- 
peiral dignity. or the nation’s suscepti- 
bilities. One Mminister’s offense consists 
in proposing marriage to a woman who 
fs already wife in everything but in 
name, while other ministers’ offenses are 
@s yet a breach of no law and are sanc- 
toned generally by custom.

London, May 8-—White slavery in 
some of its worst forms exists in Eng- 
lang-among the clerks of the great dry 
g00ds establishments. Rev. R. J. Camp- 
bell—the Phillips Brooks of .England— 
has denounced the “living-in system 
to which these women are, subjected as 
a species of moral leprosy, .and the 
recent issue ofea, govertYment report 
dealing ‘with. the \ subject,» has’ more 
than justified ;his scathing . indictment. 
-Herded together. in great barrack 
rooms;'and fed like prisoriers ih .com- 
pouhds, these shop’ assistants—as they 
are -¢alicd—are not “only deprived, -of 
almost every form of. personal iliberty, 
but. their meager wages are further :re- 
duced by a system of fines and penal- 
ties which make existence almost in- 
telerable and impossible. SErqm_ the 
purely’“moral’ standpoint the lives led 
by thousands of. these young ‘women Is 
open to the greatest temptation, Those 
unwilling to avail themselves ,of the 
s0-called advantages of their position 
are condemned to an existence of 
wretchedness almost inconceivable un- 
der modern civtHzation. 

Shop assistants in Pngland occupy 
entirely different positions. from the cor- 
responding class of dry goods clerks fn 
America, Im the first place, 450.000 of 
the 750,000 shop assistants tn England 
are subfect® to’ the: livying-in system 
whith means that, the clerks, whether 
men or women, must literally belong 
to thelr reapective shops in the fullest 
sense of the term. They must sleep 
in great dormitories;. eat in refectories 
nrovided for them,. and.be charged 
board and lodging at rates which in 
America would not be tolerated for a 
moment. 

; Starvation Wages. 

‘The salaries paki to many, af these 
clerks are below what the commonest 
day laborer would command (in the 
United States. Some women clerks 
start in at $1.50 a week, which, includ- 
ing their Loard and lodging, is supposed 
to be equivalent to about $7. As a 
matter of fact, their food and housing 
are so wretched that they get nothing 
like value for their services: Out of 
the pittance which most of these young 
men and women receive, they are e6x- 
pected to dress well and to keep up an 
eppearance in accofdance with the tone 
of the elite establishment to which they 
happen to belong. 

In the making of this appearance is 
one of the crying shames of the sys- 
tem. Many women starting in life as 
shop assistants find it necessary to 
make sacrifices which include pretty 
nearly everything which a woman ho'ds 
that is. if they wish to rise to 
of importance with fair 
wages. It is owing to this last phase 
of the subject that various religious 
authorities have taken up the question, 
and have begun an active crusade 
against the immoralities and tyrannies 
of the entire living-in system. 

That these abuses exist, there is no 
shadow of doubt, despite the sweeping 
deniala made by many important shop- 
Keepers, who have felt it necessary to 
defend their reputations. The Drapers’ 
chamber of trade recently started to in- 
stitute legal proceedings against the 
Rev. R. J. Campbell and others, who 
exposed some of the worst phases of 
the living-!n system, but, after going

The accommodation provided for the 
women in these great barrack estab- 
lishments is sometimes quite .unfit for 
human beings. In the first place, a 
number of the so-called apartments of 
the girls are in the most disrepuiabie 
Street; so placed more or less from con- 
venience to the firms in order that their 
working prisoners may be near. the 
treadmill. There is one young ladies’ 
dormitory in Greek street, Soho, which, 
according to a Scotland Yard report, is 
one of the worst streets in the whole ot 
London. Young girls necessarily have 
to pass back and forth through this 
Street. They are often followed, watch- 
ed and insulted by men who devote 
their lives to the pursuit of this sort 
of game. Representations have been 
made to firms who have their sleeping 
rooms in such localities. but, so far, no 
attention has been paid to such “trivial” 
complaints. 

AS to the actual accommodation itself, 
much evidence has been submitted prov- 
ing that the housing of the shop assist- 
ants receives little attention from shop- 
keepers. The following letter, written 
to Miss Bondfield by a shop girl, throws 
‘a lurid light on ‘this subject: 

“The bed room allocated to the young 
ladies was formerly a factory with 
those beautiful iron windows with a 
small opening. There are three beds 
in one small room, one single and two 
do®uble. The beds must be made before 
we go down in the morning, and the 
bed room door must be kept closed all

This was certainly 
a moral and intellectual victory on the 
minister’s part and has amounted to a 
complete reversal of opinion among 
heads of firms who, up to this time, 
have shut their eyes to the wrongs of 
their employees. 

Outgrowth of Apprentice System.

Even sickness 
On the part of an employee has no in- 
fluence; and girls frequently find them- 
selves shut out, though only three min- 
utes late. No member of the firm takes 
the trouble of ascertaining whether or 
not girls are in their dormitories; and 
it is a general practise for excluded as- 
sistants to remain out all night in case 
they should be late. 

In sOme cases, the locking out of these 
girls has led to serious consequences. 
For instance, not long ago, a girl from 
the country, who had been employed 
only a few weeks in a big drapery es- 
tablishment, found herself locked out in 
the streets of London. She had no

Despite the sorry nature of the so- 
called accommodation, many of the 
shops charge excessively for lodging. 
One firm has built an enormous sleep- 
ing apartment house just off Tottenham 
Court road out of profits saved from 
wages of their assistants. This huge 
structure accommodates 500 giris: and 
is operated at a good annual profit to 
the firm which runs it. Girls could “‘live 
out’’ in rooms in respectable houses, ob- 
taining better accommodations, at about 
one-third less than they are charged in 
the sleeping barracks. 

Compelled to Lead Double Lives. 

With men shop assistants, the sams 
rule applies as to women. Their ac- 
commodation is poor, overcharged and 
practically permits of no home life 
whatever. Men assistants in England 
are not permitted to marry without the 
consent of their firm, and those who 
marry are frequently compelled to lead 
double lives. They must pretend to be 
bachelors and live in; and it is not un- 
usual for men to be discharged imme- 
diately on the discovery of their mar- 
riage. One instance is cited of a man 
who lived-in four years, only seeing his 
wife and children on Sundays, and then 
clandestinely. He was discharged when 
his firm learned of his conduct. ‘The 
men are herded in barracks, and not 
having any family life, drift into all 
sorts of undesirable association. In ad- 
dition to this unspeakable situation, they 
are deprive@ of the rights of citizen- 
ship, as persons living in lodging houses 
under such circumstances are not enti- 
tiled to the franchise. They thus lose 
the opportunity of optaining, through 
their votes, legislation which might bet- 
ter their condition. 

If the sleeping accommaditon is bad, 
the boarding arrangements are even 
worse. Most of the big shops feed their 
own assistants—for a consideration. The 
government report on the subject says: 
“In many cases the food supplied is 
scanty, ill-cooked and lacking in va- 
riety, and assistants often find it neces- 


A 


sary to supplement food given them by 
In fact, In many 
establishments this custom of purchas- 
ing extras is encouraged and a com- 
‘mission is paid to waiters who succeed 
in selling foodstuff outside the regular 
meals provided by the house. There is 
not only profit on the meals themselves, 
but on the extras. 
Arbitary System of Fines, 

As if the food and lodging wene not 
Sufficient cause ‘for complaint on the 
part of their unhappy shop slaves, 
many firms, even of the better class, 
resort to a tyrannous and arbitrary 
system of fines, by which the workers 
ere further penalized. For instance, 
one firm recently fined a woman clerk

John Svanberg, carrying the blue. and 
yellow of Sweden, finished second, after 
one of the pluckiest uphill fights ever 
witnessed on the running track, and 
Ted Crook, an unknown runner from 
New England, staggered over the tape in 
third place, thus earning a measure of 
glory for America. 


Once Mighty Dorando. 

The once mighty Dorando, considered 
& likely winner before the Start of the 
race, finished no better than sixth, his 
many halts in the latter part of the 
race proving too great a handicap for 
him to overcome at the end. 

The fourth and ffth men, Fred Simp- 
£0n, the Indian,’ and Fred Appleby, the 
English entry, Plodded __ thetr patient 
way to the end, as did Edouard Cibot, 
the French six-day runner, who finished 
seventh. 

John D. Marsh, the Canadian entrant, 
after running second to St. Yyves for 16 
miles, found the pace too much for him 
and gave up in the twenty-fifth mile, 
when all hope of Qualifying for the 
purse money had been lost.

Almost any spectator at a major league 
dall game will tell you: ‘Oh, I under- 
stand baseball,’ yet in,every game hun- 
dreds of moves are made and orders 
iseued and obeyed, all with exact pur- 
pose, and scientific intent that not one 
in a thousand sees or realizes.

If he throws, it is to 
drive Clarke back, and keep him from 
getting too great a start.

For instance, with 
Wagner on first and Tommy Leach on 
tHird, every catcher in the National 
League throws to third if Pittsburg at- 
tempts a “double steal,’ because it is 
@ well-known fact that Leach, in other 
respects a good base runner, will “come 
through with the play,” that is, if the 
Gatcher makes a motion as if to throw 
49 second base and then “whips it to 
third,’’ Leach will make a falst start for 
the plate and be caught. In the last 
season Chicago defeated Pittsburg three 
times because, with either Wagner or 
‘Clarke on first, Leach was caught off 
‘third on exactly the same play. Each 
man must know whether Mike Donlin 
“pulls’’ a fast ball-or not, whether or 
not he hits a curve to left. He must 
know that (Fred Clarke is the only left- 
handed batter in the game who can hit 
a left-handed pitcher's curve ball hard— 
and a thousand other points of similar 
nature. 

Must Cover Ground. 
Besides knowing those things the team 
must play, as a whole, so as to cover 
every inch of ground possible, and, by 
moving away and vacating parts of the 
field where a batter is unlikely ‘to hit, 
they can defend the remainder with 
much greater success. A “right field 
hitter’’—one who swings late at the ball, 
or pulls his body away from the plate, 
seldom is a good batter. He may hit 
the ball just as squarely and just as 
hard as a “free hitter,’ but the fieid 
into which he hits the bal! is much bet- 
ter covered and the likelihood of the 
ball falling safe much lessened. 

Watch the world’s champion Chicago 
Cubs. Mike Donlin, of New York, is 
coming to bat. Observe the kaleido- 
scopic movement on the field. Chance 
suddenly drops back 10 feet and takes 
a step nearer the first base line. Evers 
edges 12 feet toward first base and goes 
to feet further back, playing “deep,”’ 
Schulte retreats 25 feet or more toward 
the etands and moves nearer the foul 
line. Sheckard, in left field, trots 40 
feet closer to the diamond and angles 
toward center field, while little Slagle 
swings from center over into right. 
Tinker is playing down within !0 feet 
of second base, Brown is pitching, and 
anyone in the stands who knows the

Now watch the same team when 
Pfeister, a left-hander, pitches to Don- 
lin. Kling signals Pfiester to pitch a 
curve. Instantly the entire team swings 
toward left field. Siagle drops far back 
in left center, while Sheckard ‘“‘covers 
up.” Steinfeldt and Tinker both move 
back, ready for a dash forward at Don- 
lin’s first motion te onunt. They know 
if he hits the curve the ball is going 
toward left or left center. A moment 
later Kilng signals Pfiester for a ,fast 
ball. The whole team swings rapidly 
in the other direction—and so for every 
man on every team—every man except 
Hans Wagner, and for him they play 
deep and trust to luck, for he is likely 
to hit anything pitched and in any di- 
rection. 

Seymour Lost Pennant. 

Do you remember the now famous 
game between the New York and Chi- 
cago teams last fall when the season 
ended with the teams tied, and they 
played off one game at the Polo 
Grounds to decide the championship of 
the National League? Who lost that 
game? It was “Cy” Seymour, but per- 
haps not a dozen of the 30,000 persons 
who witnessed the struggle know he 
did. New York had the game won until 
the third inning, in which Tinker was 
Chicago’s first batter. During the en- 
tire season Tinker had been hitting 
Mathewson hard. and psychologic ef- 
fect of past performances has much to 
do with pitching and batting. Mathew- 
son feared Tinker, and he’ signaled 
Seymour to play deep in center field. 
He was afraid that a long drive by 
Tinker might turn the tide of battle. 
Seymour saw the signal, but disre- 
garded it, having an idea that Tinker 
would hit a low line fly, so he crept a 
few steps closer to the infield, instead 
of moving back. Matty dropped his 
famous ‘fade away’’ over the plate, 
@nd Tinker drove a long, high, line fiy 
to left center. Seymour made a des- 
perate effort to reach the bail, but fell 
a few feet short, and the ball rolled 
to the crowd in the outfield for a three- 
base hit, and started a rally that gave 
Chicago the victory. If Seymour had 
Played a deep field, as he was com- 
manded to do, the probabilities are that 
New York would have won the pennant. 

Analyze a Player. 

Each man in a major league must 
know not only the strength but the 
Weakness of every opponent, and the 
array of facts and information con- 
cerning players that each pitcher can 
muster up is amazing to the layman. 
Late last season Boston presented a 
new outfielder who, as far as I can 
learn, never had played in a major 
league before, and no one on the Chi- 
cago club knew him or ever had seen 
him play ball, yet they were perfectly 
familiar with him, his peculiarities, bat- 
ting habits, and disposition. On the

Quick thinking by individuals, as wel! 
as by the directing heads of the team, 
is absolutely necessary, and unless a 
Piayer’s brain acts quickly enough tu 
follow every move he is not of major 
league calider.

scientific basis, but unconsciously imi- 
tatimg the Harvard specialist, he de- 
clares he can discover how. rapidly a 
man thinks quicker in a ker game 
than in any other way, and thus save 
the expense of carrying some pl®yer for 
months.to. lose a game beca‘a® his con- 
volutions fail to revolve fast enough. 

“Bad Bill” Egan was playing. second 
base, “Bill” Dahlen third, and ‘Cap’ 
Anson first. Chicago and New York's 
baseball teams in the National League 
were fighting desperately for victory. 
The score was tied. A New York run- 
ner Was on second base, one man was 
out and George Van Haltren at bat. 
Van Haltren hit a sharp ground bal! 
five feet to the right of Egan. The ball 
Struck his hands, he fumbled, and it 
rolled five feet away. Like a flash 
Egan pounced after the ball, recovered 
it and, without stopping or looking. 
hurled it toward Dahlen. The third 
baseman, intent on “making the runner 
swing wide,’’ looked up just’ in time to 
dodge as the ball flashed by his hyd 
and bounded to the stands. One run 
scored, Van Haltren raced around on a 
fiy-out, and Chicago was beaten 4 to 3. 

“You're rotten!’ ‘“Release him !’’ 
“Get a second baseman!” yelled the 
crowd. And within a week Anson re- 
leased Egan. 

That play shows how little the mil- 
lions of “‘fans’’ who see a game know 
about baseball. Also it shows the rel- 
ative speed with which the brein cells 
of the three players involved warked. 
Megan thought too rapidiy for Dahlen, 
whose mind, intent on something else, 
moved an eighth of a second too late, 
and Anson, by releasing ‘Egan for mak- 
ing a brilliant play, showed that he 
never grapsed the sitwation at all. 

The speed with~which Egan’s brain 
convolutionus moved may be judged from 
the fact that a batted ball, hit toward

ond to three seconds, depending upon 
the force with which it is hit, and the 
way it bounds.

Van ‘Haltren's bat. The entire play 
was made in less than three seconds, 
and this is the process through which 
Egan's brain went in that time. His 
first thought was direction; second, 
speed; third, how the ball was bound- 
ing and whether to “‘back up” or ‘‘come 
in on it.” He knew Van Haltren could 
reach first base in three and two-fifth 
secohds, and that to throw there he 
would: have to recover the ball. make 
a half turn and then throw. The mo- 
ment the ball bounded away from his 
hands he knew Van Haltren could beat 
it to first. Then, while springing after 
the bail he thought: “Clark, who is go- 
ing to third, will turn ten feet around 
the base, hesitate and look to see 
whether the ball has rolled on to the 
outfield and, if I can get the ball to 
Dahlen while Clark is hesitating, we 
will catch him.”’ So he made the play, 
and if Dahlen’s brain had worked at the 
same rate Of speed Clark would have 
been cut—and Chicago would have won. 
McCarthy’s Play. 

The quickest thing I ever saw on a 
baseball field was done by Tommy Mc- 
Carthy, the Boston outfielder of years 
ago. He made a play that called for 
such rapid thinking that he would have 
tangled up Professor Munsterberg’s in- 
Struments. Tom Browne, one of the 
Speediest runners that ever played base- 
ball, was on second base and New York 
needed oge run to tie the score. Jack 
Doyle, tien a great batter, was at bat, 
and. it seemed certain that a base hit 
by Doyle would tie the score and per- 
haps Win the game, as there was but 
one out, and Browne was so speedy 
he could score from second base on al- 
most any kind of a safe hit. MoCarthy 
crept closer to the infield in left, real- 
izing that although he could throw with 
wonderful rapidity and accuracy, the 
chances were all against throwing 
iBrowne out at the plate unless he was 
close and the ball came to him quickly. 
Doyle drove a hard line hit straight to 
left fleld, Browne went scudding toward 
third base, Doyle raced for first and 
McCarthy plunged forward at top speed. 
The fielder reached the ball on its first 
bound, grabbed it and without stopping 
Or looking, threw with terrific force and 
perfect aim across the diamond in the 
first baseman’s hands. Browne had 
stopped at third base, Doyle, who had 
turned first with the intention of sprint- 
ing to second, was caught standing stil! 
ten feet from first. The next batter 
went out on a fiy ball and Boston won 
the game. 

After the game, I asked McCarthy. 
concerning tne play. “Well,” he ex- 
plained, “Browge is a quick %hinker. 
Hé saw how hard that bal) was hit and 
knew he would be thrown-out at the 
plate unless I fumbled. WVoyle doesn't 
think very fast- and, knowing that he 
would turn first and stop to see if I 
was throwing home, I threw across to

chief duty of a manager. He must 
know their condition, their supersti- 
tions, their courage, nerve in the face 
of trying circumstances, what batters 
they “have on thelr string,’ and what 
one “has something on them.” He 
must change batting orders to meet 
emergencies, drag a left-handed hitter 
out to let a right-hander bat against 
one pitcher, and a right-hander out to 
put a left-hander in against another. 

During the progress of a game the 
manager, both on the field and the 
bench, directs all plays, moves his men 
around, instructs each batter what he 
is to attempt, signals to coachers on 
what ball or strike a base runner is to 
attempt a steal or “hit and run,” and 
frequently he issues three or four or- 
ders from the bench to one batter, try- 
ing to “outguess the other fellow.

Private Signals. 


Each man on a team has his private 
signals with the batters who pre«wde 
or follow him, and the batter, receiving 
orders from the manager, signals the 
base runner exactly what to do. Last 
summer, while the Chicago team Was, 
badly crippled and changing batting: 
order almost every day, eee | 
reached first one afternoon and Chance | 
was following him, As Chance came 
to bat he was swinging two bats, and 
he tossed one back of him with his 
left hand. On the first ball pitched 
Sheckard attempted a steal and was 
thrown out. “What did you go down 
for?” demandede Chance later. eg | 
thought I got the signal,’ said Sheck. 
ard. “I didn't give any signal.” “Well, 
you tossed with yo" 
left hand at\d you usually throw it 
with your right, so l thought ‘you'd 
made a new signal while I was out of 
the game.” 

Sheckard’s blunder shows how closely 
every movement of a batter is watched, 
not only by his fellow players, but by 
his opponents.

Mc- 
Closkey, of St. Louis, in a game against 
New York, took out a pitcher with two 
strikes on a batter, sent Raymond in 
to pitch one ball, struck the: man out, 
and then sent Karger in to finish up 
the game—and won it. 

Generalship by the manager is not 
all. A good team needs the fewest or- 
ders, and what perhaps was the most 
brilliant half inning ever played in a 
ball game, from the etandpoint of head- 
work and perfect execution, was one in 
which the managers had small part. 


Brown's Gencralship. 


That inning was the last half of the 
fourth inning of the game between De- 
troit and Chicago on October |3—the 
game that pratticaily decided the 
world’s championship series. Chicago 
had made two rune in the third inning, 
and, with Brown pitching, appeared to 
be winning easily until O'Leary and 
Crawford opened Detroit's half of the 
fourth inning with line singles to left, 
putting runners on first and second 
bases with none: out, and Cobb, the best 
batter in the American League,-at the 
bat. O'Leary is fast, Cobb is extremely 
fast, and.Cobb is a natural and almost 
perfect bunter. Everyone khew that 
Cobb intended to bunt the ball, and that 
failure to retire either him or one of 
the other runners probably meant vic- 
tory for Detroit. Jennings, Detroit's 
manager. sent Cobb to bat with instruc- 
tions to bunt toward third: base. 

They knew that Brown intended to 
make the play.to third base to force 
O'Leary, and the coachers were signal- 
ed to make O'Leary take as much lead 
toward third as possible and to start 
tunning asthe ball was pitched.

“Delayed Steal.” 


The “delayed steal’’ worked wjth such 
Success by the Chicago National League 
team, the “bunt and steal thigd’’ de- 
veloped by Fielder Jones, of the Chi- 
cago Americans, and used frequently 
in the American League, were two fine 
points in baseball perfected last season, 
although used before that. The “bunt 
and stel” réally is a cleverly conceived 
play. it is used with a runner. on 
second base and no,one out. The bat- 
ter in that situation naturally is sup- 
posed to sacrifice, advancing the run- 
ner from second to third, from where 
he can score on almost anything, but 
Jones figured that sacrificing in that 
situation is a useless waste of one mar, 
so he devised a plan to waste only ove 
Strike in advancing the runner. The 
batter was ordered to bunt at the’ first 
ball pitched to him, pretending ‘Yo try 
to push the ball toward third base. By 
this ruse the third baseman Was ‘“‘pull- 
ed off his base" to fleld thy ball, and 
the runner at second bas<¢, signalled to 
steal], slides safe to ti/rd before the 
guardian of the bag can get back to 
receive a throw frovd the catcher.

Fielder Jones’ Point. 

Fielder Jones deliberately tested a rule 
in Detroit and stirred up the biggest 
\discussion baseball has had in years. 
( With a runner on third, Jones ordered 
him to steal home as the pitcher was in 
the act of delivering the ball. The 
pitcher hesitated, changed his entire mo- 
tion, and hurled the ball to the catcher, 
who ran in front of the batter, caught 
the ball-and touched the runner out. 
The umpire called the runner out. Then 
Jones raised his point: Was not the 
runner safe because the catcher inter- 
fered with the batter by running in 
tront of him, thereby keeping him from 
hitting the ball?

You Know more than you would have 
us believe, Mr. Meachem, as you live 
in the section where the game was 
played. I will say, however, that it 
is true that the Poison Oaks did not 
score, but the statement that they lost 
is both malicious and false. 

On the day in question the Poison 
Oaks had started on an exhibition 
tour and were to play the Hematite 
Browns at Coaltown, Pa. 

The Hematites had engaged the un- 
scrupulous Zeke Bender to. pitch 
against Swat, and he immediately be- 
gan devising some foul means by 
which he could bring about the de- 
feat of the Peerless Milligan.

The Studies Offered. 


The curriculum pursued in 
markable institution, and how it is ap- 
plied and maintained under great dif- 


ficulties, is best told in the language of | 


Dr. Allen: 

“Two hundred of these students,” he 
Said, “are attendants ofthe elementary 
school. Our elementary school offers 
eight grades of work. The grade work 


J is conducted with etate text-books and 


State syllabus through seven grades. 
We have students itn these grades of ail 
ages. We have registered many stu- 
dents from 2! to 29 years of age from 
the fifth to the eighth grades. Our el- 
ementary school is conducted under a 
principal and a faculty of six teachers. 
The members of our elemetnary faculty 
are all normal or college-trained teach- 
ers. I have just secured a. Wellesley 
graduate for one of our grades next 
year. We are only able to pay these 
teachers the small salary of $320 a year, 
but so great is their interest in this 
work that college-trained women are 
willing to accept these posftions. 
The Academy. 

“We have registered over 
dents this year in our academy. In 
this department we offer as strong a 
high school course as any in the state, 
The academy offers a four years’ four- 
teen-unit course of’ study on a basis of 
the college entrance examination board 
and the Carnegie foundation board. 

Normal Training. 

“We are introducing a distinctively 
normal course of three years, fitting 
taeachers for work in the elementary 
schools of the state. This :ourse will’ 
also give opportunity for practice 
teaching and special training in normal 
methods. What are some of the results 
work in this county? 
That the normal] training given at 
Piedmont college is meeting a_ real 
need is evidenced by the fact that half 
of the first grade teachers’ certificates 
awarded at the examination in Haber- 
sham county last year were given to 
Piedmont students. This year the coun- 
ty superintendent of education reports 
that Piedmont college has furnished 
more than 40 per cent of the teachers 
of the rural schools in the county, and 
six of our high school teachers. Sev- 
eral students are teaching. in other 
counties. 

The College Department. 

“Our college department is small. Its 
four years’ course is modest, but 
strong, leading to the B. A. degree. 
One of our graduates, a mountain boy, 
was admitted to the junior class of 
Harvard last fall. Over 40 per cent of 
the thirty regular college students are 
young men and young women of the 
mountains. '

COMPULSORY EDUCATION IS DISCUSSED 


FROM A GEORGIA -WOMAN'S VIEWPOINT 


Our women were in dead earnest 
when they plead for a child labor law 
in Georgia. They pleaded long and earn- 
estly, and well, until they secured a 
law which would free the children 
from labor in the mills ana work shops. 
They are in dead earnest now, or to 
change the phrase a little, they are in 
living earnest now in advocating com- 
pulsory education for the state—a law 
which will take the child out of the 
streets and the fields and put him tn 
the school room. Women are impatient 
in their work. When thev see that a 
thing ought to be done, they want to 
see it done at once. To a mother, de- 
lays are dangerous. She feels that 
what is to be done for the good of the 
child, must be done at once. No 
one knows better than she does 
the evil of idijeness, bad habits 
and ignorance, and when she knows 
a thing ought to be done for the 
child’s good. she begins to find a 
way to do it. All over the state there 
comes a cry from the wonien. “Let us 
put the. children in the scnools.”

Thus carried I went through the for- 
eign section, between the high brick 
walls surrounding the compounds 
where the missionaries, consuls and 
other officials live, on by the palace of 
the deposed emperor, who is now a 
prisoner under the guard of the 
enese, and into the Japenese part of 
the city. I passed the finance depart- 
ment and finally came to the residence 
of Viscount Sone, the acting resident’ 
general and the real ruler of the coun- 
try. After a short chat with him, it 
Was arranged that we were to meet 
within a half hour at the palace and 
my bearers were soon again on the 
way. We now crossed the whole of 
Seoul, going about two miles, from one 
side to the other. The way to. the 
palace led up a wide street walled with 
squalid houses, roofed with thatch or 
black tiles and interspersed here and 
there with petty stores, where white- 
gowned, big-hatted merchants squatted 
among the goods and waited for cust- 
omers 

The street wag filled with the traffic 
of everyday Korea, and my keso had tu 
to go in advance to clear the way.
